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The Destruction 


Responsible For Enorrreous Loess to the 
Farmers of Western Canada 


Cutworms have lone been regarde 1 
as one of the most destructive ftsects, 
not only becawsse of the amount of 
damage they do tothe growing grain 
but because of the difficulty of cun 
trolling the pest. In WWesterm Canad 
the cut worm constitutes one of the 
problemns the farmer has to deal with 
and ft as only through the application 
of scientific kmewledgwe at hand that 
the imroads of the insects can he 
checked and the root of the trouble 
removed. The remedy is often very 
simple if the habits of the imsect in 
its Various stagees are c-losely weatche} 

Many parts of the prairie provinces 
lore heavily through the inroads of 
the cut worm A serious out break of 
the insect occurred in Southern Alber 


ta in 1912, when upwards of 36,009 
acres of grain were destroyed in one 
district alone In the drier sé@asons 
owners: of market and vegetable gar 
dens were probably the heaw iest si 
ferers. whole areas of cabbage and 
other vegetables being totally de 


stroyed ina few short werks 
In looking toward m solution of the 
problem it is importamt to remember 


that ic is in the spring of the year, 
generally about the rmiddle of April, 
that eggs of the meth are hatched, 
and if during the latter part of April 
or im ~ May any signs of cutworm 
damages are seen, the land may be 
treated immediately with a poisoned 
bait. It is highly important that 
farmers and market gardeners should 
keep their crops under close super 
vision with a view to detecting signs 


of cut worms or other 
the early stages.

Director of Dominion Experimental

Crop 


As a crop likely to be quite as 
Profitable as wheat this year may be 
mentioned flax. The annual consump 
tion of flax seed is In the neighbor 
hood of 30,000,000 bushels on this con 


tinent, Ajl put about 2,000,000 bush- 
els of this is used in the United 
States The combined crops of seed 


in Canada and the United States fall 
usually 12,000,000 or 15,000,0)) boshels 
short of this amount. This extra reed 
is normally brought from Argentina, 
and ig coming fn it tue present time 

Where wheat se>l ng has progress- 
ed rather slowly, it will often be ad- 
visable to sow the Jast few acres in 
tended for wheat rather to flax The 
cash returns per acre from the two 
crops are likely to be practically equal 
this year. and about the same as they 
were last year So why not try the 
flax and run no risk with late wheat, 
usually a poor crop at best 

Only clean seed should be sown and 
that on clean land A limited area of 
well-prepared land, sown with clean 
seed will be more profitable than a 
large area of badly-prepared land on 


which dirty seed is used 
Well prepared land means (a) a 
gZ00d summer fallow, (b) first year 


stubble after summer fallow properly 
burned, well cultivated, sown and 
then harrowed, (c) other stubble land 


burned tf possible, well plowed, then 
packed, harrowed and seeded, and 
then packed again or rolled and har 
rowed 

For the new settler or the man with 
new breaking done before May 25 or 
26, flax offers an opportunity for 
money making this year on this land 


such as is not possible with any other 
erop. Break about 3 inches deep, disc 
as soon as broken, and so fill all open 


ings or spaces between the furrows, 
and conserve moisture as well as 
make a soild seed-bed. Sow seed care 
fully before the first of June, at the 
rate of 30 to 40 lbs per acre -J. H

C.P.R. Making ®@1g@ Preparations to 
Place Reutrned Soldiers on 
Farms 


In speaking of employment for the 
returned soldier after the war, Presi- 
dent Shaughnessy of the C_P.R., said: 

“We have been giving this question 
the most carePul consideration, and 
have just decided on a comprehensive 
plan of colonization which will be the 
largest of its kind in the history of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, and as 
you know we have done some colon 
ization in the world The details of 
the*colonization plan are being work 
ed out just now, and when I tell you 
that it involves the preparation of per- 
haps as many as a thousand farma if 
Western Canada for occupation in the 


spring of next vear yon must realize 
the size of our undertaking Our duty, 
however, demands that this great pro- 
blem be met with the energy that it 
deserves One of the most serious 
problems facing’ Canada today is the 


matter of handling the hundreds of re 


turned soldiarg after the war Their 
military service will have unsettled 
and unfitred many of them for a re 
turn to. ordinary clerical and seden 
tary life, and something will have to 
be done to enable them to obtain out 
side employment The problem — is 


further) complicated by the fact that 


without doubt a very large number of 
men who will be mustered out from 
the -British army will want to emi 


grate to overseas dominions, and pro 
Vision must be made to properly take 


care of them and co'orive them in 
suitable employment 

“The problem is one of such mag 
nitude that it must pe faced and goly 
ed by the British government, but the 
provincjal governments and the large 
Canadian corporations must also do 
their part Realizing that the crisis 
must be mer and desiring to take its 
share of the burden of trying to solve 
this problem and assist the men who 


have fought the battles of the empire, 


the Canadian Pacific Railway has de 
cided to establish in Western Canada 
colonies which, for the moment, we 
are calling Returned Veterans’ Col 
onies, where men who wish to go in 
for farming can obtain improved | 
farms on terms which in time will en 
able them to become Jand owners and 


create homes for themselves and their 
families. These colonies will he given 
distinctive names, probably with mili 
tary associations, and will contain a 
sufficient number of famities in each 
to insure social, school and chureh fa 
cilities, and in each case will include 
a centra) instructive farm under a 
competent agriculturist so that advice 


and instruction may be available for 
the colonists 

“Our experience in connection with 
the ready-made farm has been invalu 
able, and will enable us to avoid mis 
takes which are inevitable to new un- 
dertakings. The burden which we

country schools are not, on the whole, 
serving their districts with the great- 
est efficiency. The courses offered by 
many of these institutions are obso 
JNete and should be revised to 
the requirements of the ideals and 
standards of the present century 
There is no good reason why so many 
of the country schools should be as 
mum as an oyster upon the subject of 
agriculture. So far as they are con 
cerned, you might think there {s no 
such occupation as farming. We 
would not belittle the fundamentals 
in our educationa] system, but these 
would not be impaired in the least by 
incorporating in the courses of the 
country schools a few subjects per- 
taining to agriculture.
